BUSH, OBAMA MEET AT THE WHITE HOUSE TO DISCUSS COURSE OF THE NATION

WASHINGTON The Bushes welcomed the 
Obamas to the White House on Monday, 
offering a symbolic glimpse of what’s in store 
for the country: a new first family along with 
a new administration. 

President Bush and President-elect Obama 
met in the Oval Office, their first face-to-face 
session, to talk about the future of the coun- 
try, while First Lady Laura Bush and Obama’s 
wife, Michelle, held their own meeting in the 
White House residence. 

The Obamas arrived at the South Portico 
II minutes early with Bush and the first lady 
waiting for them. Laura Bush and Michelle 
Obama enjoyed a warm greeting, while the 
president and his successor exchanged smiles 
and a handshake. 

Taking a bit of prerogative, the presi- 
dent-elect put his left hand on Bush’s back 
as the two couples entered the Diplomatic 
Reception Room. 

The two leaders offered no public com- 
ments. 

It was the president-elect’s first visit to the 
White House since his dominant election vic- 
tory, and his first visit ever to the Oval Office. 

The scene was a sunny fall day with moder- 
ate temperatures and colorful, fading autumn 
leaves. 

Laura Bush was to give Michelle Obama 
a tour of the first family’s living quarters, 
including the bedrooms used by children of 
past presidents. White House press secre- 
tary Dana Perino said the two women were 
expected to talk about living in one of the 
world’s most famous building, from family life 
to the help provided by executive staff 

Obama started his day in Chicago, drop- 
ping his two daughters, Malia, lo, and Sasha, 
7, at school, each with a kiss, and then going 
to a gym for a workout.

Josh Bolten, Bush’s chief of staff, said Bush 
and Obama likely each had a list of issues to 
go down, likely including the financial crisis 
and the war in Iraq. 

“I know the president will want to convey 
to President-elect Obama his sense of how 
to deal with some of the most important 
issues of the day,” said Bolten, interviewed on 
C-SPAN by reporters from The Associated 
Press and The Washington Post. “But exactly 
how he does that, I don’t know, and I don’t 
think anybody will know.” 


Git-no? 

President-elect Obama’s advisers are quietly 
crafting a proposal to ship dozens, if not 
hundreds, of imprisoned terrorism suspects 
to the U.S. to face criminal trials, a plan that 
would make good on his promise to close the 
Guantanamo Bay prison but could require 
creation of a controversial new system of 
justice. 

Under plans being put together in Obama’s 




camp, some detainees would be released 
and many others would be prosecuted in 
U.S. criminal courts. A third group-the ones 
whose cases are most entangled in highly 
classified information-might have to go 
before a new court designed especially to 
handle sensitive national security cases, 
according to advisers and Democrats 
involved in the talks.

Right now, an authentic Obama signature is 
probably worth $250 to $350, Weinberg says, 
though the price of some items now for sale 
or up for bid are as much as 10 times higher.

The system hasn’t solved bus bunching, at least according to riders 
who e-mail and call “Going Public” about the approaching convoys 
they can clearly see on their tracker screens. But the GPS-enabled 
wizardry give riders a heads up as to how quickly they need to get to 
their stops, a huge boon come the colder weather ahead.

Airlines are jacking up fares, some hotels are turn- 
ing people away, and congressional offices say it 
will be impossible to satisfy the unprecedented 
demand for tickets to President-elect Obama’s 
inauguration, 

^t people will not be deterred. Tickets or no 
tickets, they’re going. 

More than 1,5 million are expected to pour into 
Washington for Obama’s swearing-in— nearly 
three times the number who attended the 2005 
inauguration events, said William Hanbury, 
president of Destination DC,, the city’s tourism 
department. 

In the Chicago area, residents are scrambling to 
make their Jan, 20 arrangements, 

Keith Chambers and his wife already have 
reserved six hotel rooms in the nation’s capital and 
they’ve bought their plane tickets. 

Chambers, a trustee for the village of South 
Holland, booked rooms right after the Democratic 
National Convention, 

“I knew Obama was on a destined chart,” he 
said, “There was nothing to prevent this from hap- 
pening, My wife and I were confident in our faith 
and confident in how the campaign was run. There 
was never any doubt in our minds,” 

Right after the election, he began lobbying for 
tickets to the inaugural events. So far, four of the 
six hotel rooms he secured have been claimed by 
his friends and family He’s holding on to the other 
two for people who might make up their minds 
later, 

“I don’t care if I’m a block away or 10 miles 
away,” Chambers said, “I need to be in the pres- 
ence of this moment,” 

Dunbar High School principal Barbara Hill has 
been making phone calls and sending e-mails to 
raise money to send a group of students to witness 
the swearing-in, 

“It’s a time in history that we’ll never be able to 
get back,” said HiH, who hopes Dunbar’s marching 
band win get to participate in the parade, “We have 
a sense of pride about Obama, He’s from Chicago 
and the South Side, We want to be a part of this 
great event,” 

Chicagoans aren’t the only ones clamoring to 
get to Washington, At Brock Tours and Travel, in 
Decatur, Ga,, they sold out of a $1,300 travel pack- 
age days after Obama’s win. 

That package doesn’t include tickets to 
inaugural events, but people jumped at the deal 
anyway, said Sandy Duncan, an agent with the 
company. 

The explosion of interest has sent fares soar- 
ing on flights to the nation’s capital. Ticket 
prices for economy seats from Chicago to 
Washington-area airports on the dates sur-

‘Granddad’ celebrates 
75th year at aquarium

“Granddad” the Australian lungfish is so old ... 

How old is he? 

He’s so old that he’s being honored as a pivotal 
part of Chicago history 

Since 1933, when “Granddad” took up resi- 
dence at the aquarium, he has lured crowds of 
World’s Fair visitors, helped establish a mentor- 
ing program and was pivotal in opening up a rela- 
tionship with Australia. 

“He’s the one that started it all,” said Debra 
Fassnacht, executive vice president of the 
Shedd. “He’s the reason why Shedd has hosted 
Australian soccer teams.” 

Granddad celebrated his 75th anniversary at 
the Shedd on Monday, and aquarium officials say 
the 4-foot, 25-pound scaly creature is the oldest 
fish in any public aquarium in the world— but 
officials still don’t know his real age. 

The Shedd’s former director, Walter Chute, 
wanting to attract visitors to the 1933 World’s 
Fair, arranged for Granddad’s relocation from 
the Taronga Zoo in Sydney More than 4.5 mil- 
lion people visited during the fair’s two year run, 
Fassnacht said. 

Granddad also is partly responsible for estab- 
lishing the Steve Irwin Fellowship, a teen men- 
torship program that sends a high school student 
interested in science to Sydney to work at the 
Taronga Zoo. 

Although Monday’s event was a celebration. 
Granddad had all the exuberance of, well, a really 
old fish. 

“Normally they’re just really a nice slow 
fish,” said Bill Gwozdz, a senior aquarist. 
“Unfortunately it makes for an unexciting feed- 
ing.” 

Granddad was content at the bottom of the 
tank as younger lungfish and even a turtle, swam 
toward the top for their meal of shrimp and 
chopped clams.

Balfour staying put 


Board decides suspect in Hudson murders must remain in prison

The man police have called a suspect in the murder 
of three members of actress Jennifer Hudson’s family 
will remain in prison while investigators continue to 
investigate the triple slaying. 

The Illinois Prisoner Review Board ruled Monday 
that there was reason to believe William 
Balfour, 27, had violated his parole and 
should be kept in custody pending a full 
hearing. 

The major reason for that was his 
girlfriend, identified as Shonta Cathey, 
had said that she had seen him with a 
gun that matched the murder weapon, 
according to Jorge Montes, chairman of 
the review board. Balfour 

“It’s a very serious allegation ... ,” 

Montes said. 

In addition, the board said he had violated parole 
by being in places where drugs were sold. That stems 
from a June 19 drug arrest, but Balfour’s parole was 
not revoked at that time. 

During the hearing, Balfour protested the use of 
the evidence that authorities presented to hold him, 
Montes said. Balfour was not represented by a law- 
yer. 


Another full hearing to decide whether to revoke 
Balrour’s parole was set for Dec. 3. 

Balfour, who is married to the Oscar-winning 
actress’ sister, Julia Hudson, has been on parole for a 
1999 attempted murder conviction. 

After he was questioned by Chicago detectives 
for 48 hours, his parole was revoked 
following the Oct. 24 murders of his 
estranged wife’s brother, mother and 7- 
year-old son. He has not been charged in 
the case. He has been held at Stateville 
Correctional Center outside Joliet since 
Oct. 26. 

Balfour acknowledged being at the 
Hudson’s Englewood home on the 
morning that the actress’ mother, 
Darnell Donerson, and her brother, 
Jason Hudson, were gunned down inside the house, 
law enforcement sources said. 

Julia Hudsons’ son, Julian, was abducted from the 
home and his body discovered three days later, shot 
twice in the head and slumped in the back of Jason 
Hudson’s Chevy Suburban on a West Side street. 

Balfour’s current girlfriend also told police that 
he told her he had been involved in the killings of 
Donerson and Hudson, sources said.

City plans to cut 29 jobs 
at Chicago airports 


Mayor Daley’s administration plans to 
eliminate the jobs of more than two 
dozen people who translate and answer 
questions for international visitors to 
the city’s airports. 

While cutting as many as 29 “airport 
customer services representatives,” 
Daley’s proposed 2009 budget calls for 
keeping— and giving raises to— several 
managers who are above the greeters in 
the Aviation Department hierarchy 


City budget records show that 
the administration plans to cut the 
Aviation Department’s “external com- 
munications” staff from 41 employees 
to 10, But the section would still retain 
a deputy commissioner and a market- 
ing director, each of whom would 
make more than $114,000 a year, as 
well as a $94,848 -a-year customer ser- 
vices manager, 

“That seems like misplaced priori- 


ties,” Aid, Brendan Reilly (42nd) said 
Monday “Reductions at management 
level should follow reductions of front- 
line staff,” 

The 29 greeters, who are paid 
annual salaries between $38,000 and 
$58,000, say their departures would 
leave the airport staff without valu- 
able multilingual talent that is nec- 
essary to properly welcome foreign 
visitors to Chicago,

D AIG bailout balloons 

In a record bailout of a private company, 
the government on Monday provided a 
new $150 billion financial-rescue package to 
insurance giant American International Group, 
including $40 billion for partial ownership. 

U.S. Treasury Interim Assistant Secretary Neel 
Kashkari (above) said the bailout was needed to 
preserve the stability of the financial markets. 
The action was taken as it became clear that 
an original lifeline thrown to AIG in September 
would be insufficient. The $40 billion infusion 
comes from the $700 billion bailout package. 

As part of the new arrangement, the Federal 
Reserve is reducing a $85 billion loan it had 
made available to AIG to $60 billion. 

n Circuit breaker? 

Circuit City Stores filed for bankruptcy 
protection on Monday as analysts question 
whether the nation’s second-biggest 
electronics retailer will be able to survive. The 
company also said it cut 700 more jobs at its 
Richmond, Va., headquarters. 

n Bush meets troops 

President Bush on Monday visited 
wounded U.S. troops and said their treatment 
and progress was inspiring. He met with 18 
patients and presented six Purple Hearts during 
his stop at the National Naval Medical Center. 



Deadliest blasts in months 


BAGHDAD A suicide bomber struck 
Monday in a crowd that had gathered 
where an explosion moments earlier dam- 
aged a bus full of schoolgirls, with both 
blasts killing at least 31 people and wound- 
ing 71 others, officials said. 

Also Monday, a female suicide bomber 
believed to be in her teens attacked 
a security checkpoint in downtown 
Baqouba, 35 miles northeast of Baghdad, 
killing five people including a local leader 
of Sunni group opposed to A 1 Qaeda, 
police said. Fifteen other people were 


wounded in that explosion. 

The twin Baghdad blasts — the deadliest 
in the city in months — occurred moments 
apart during the morning rush hour in 
the mostly Shiite Kasrah section of the 
Azamiyah district in the northern part of 
the Iraqi capital. 

Police said the first explosion damaged a 
minibus carrying young girls to school. The 
second happened when a suicide bomber 
detonated an explosive belt in the middle 
of a crowd that had gathered around the 
vehicle. 


MESSAGE? 

An Interior Ministry official speculated 
that extremists may have sought to 
“send a message” to President-elect 
Obama about “the real situation in Iraq,” 
pressure the government not to sign a 
new security agreement with the U.S. 
or embarrass the ruling parties ahead 
of regional elections in January. The 
official spoke on condition of anonymity 
because he was offering speculation.

Diplomats say uranium has been found 
in environmental samples from a Syrian 
site bombed by Israel on suspicion it was a 
covert nuclear reactor. The diplomats say the 
discovery merits further investigation. 

Palin’s closet check 

Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin spent part of 
the weekend going through her clothing to 
determine what belongs to the Republican 
Party after it spent $150,000-plus on a 
wardrobe for the VP nominee, Palin’s dad said. 


□ Nuns kidnapped 

Gunmen firing automatic weapons 
dragged two Italian Roman Catholic nuns from 
their home in rural Kenya on Monday and 
drove them into lawless Somalia in a rare cross- 
border kidnapping, officials said. The nuns, 

60 and 67, were working on health programs.

Chris Chelios— and the team has won three 
Stanley Cups. 

But after losing the 1992 Stanley Cup Finals 
to Pittsburgh, the franchise began a slow, pain- 
ful decline. 

The team missed the playoffs in 1998 for 
the first time in 29 years. They have been back 
only one time since. 

In 2004, ESPN called the Blackhawks the 
worst franchise in professional sports. 

“The last few years have been downright 
painful,” said Phil Gonzalez, a season-ticket 
holder for the last decade. 

Fans directed their anger at longtime owner 
William Wirtz, derisively nicknaming him 
“Dollar Bill” for his refusal to televise most 
home games and his penny-pinching approach 
to contracts. They showed their disapproval the 
only way they knew how: by staying home. 

It got so bad the minor-league Wolves actu- 
ally outdrew the Blackhawks for a Sunday 
afternoon game in 2004. 

When Wirtz died in September 2007, his 
son. Rocky, replaced him as chairman. 

“I was a little skeptical,” Gonzalez admitted, 
“thinking, like father, like son.’” 

But W. Rockwell “Rocky” Wirtz’s 
Blackhawks are nothing like his father’s. 

Less than a month after taking over. Rocky 
Wirtz put several home games on TV All home 
games will be televised this season. 

“If nothing else, we had to just eliminate the 
negative,” Wirtz said. “Everyone talked about 
it, the games on television— or lack thereof— 
and not about the team’s performance.” 

Wirtz then lured Cubs president John 
McDonough to do the same job with the 
Blackhawks. 

He rehired beloved broadcaster Pat Foley 
The Blackhawks signed agreements with 
Comcast SportsNet and WGN, and partnered 
with the Cubs and White Sox to broaden the 
team’s exposure. 

More than anything, Wirtz and McDonough 
infused the Blackhawks organization with 
a positive, forward-thinking attitude. 
Mediocrity— or worse— would no longer be 
tolerated. 

When attendance began climbing last sea- 
son, McDonough made it clear crowds of 
10,000 or 12,000 were nothing special. 

“I saw 10,000 empty seats,” he said. 

Wirtz and McDonough are encouraged by 
the type of fans the Blackhawks are drawing 


now. Parents with kids, like Jack and his son. 
The all-important twentysomething demo- 
graphic too. 

Fans, having felt unappreciated for so long, 
have wholeheartedly embraced the “new” 
Blackhawks. 

General Manager Dale Tallon has built a 
strong, young core. Kane andToews, the third 
overall pick in the 2006 draft, are the NHLs 
best young scoring tandem. 

Kane led all rookies with 72 points last year; 
Toews tied for third with 54. Brian Campbell, 
the top free agent defenseman available, signed 
an eight-year deal over the summer, and the 
team’s leading scorer is veteran Patrick Sharp. 

The Blackhawks missed the playoffs by 
three points last season. When the team start- 
ed slow this year, coach Denis Savard was fired 
and replaced by Joel Quenneville. 

Wirtz and McDonough make it clear this is 
just the beginning of the Blackhawks’ transfor- 
mation. They want the playoffs to become a 
regular part of the schedule, and they want to 
win the Stanley Cup. 

In that respect, Wirtz is exactly like his 
father. 

“The common denominator,” he said “is to 
win.”

Only two years ago, there were good seats 
available for pretty much every Blackhawks 
game. Lots and lots of them. Heck, in some 
spots, you could practically have your own sec- 
tion. 

Nowadays, the Blackhawks are such a hot 
ticket even seats way up high in the United 
Center are filled. 

“It’s great to see this many people here,” 
Brian Jack said, walking with his 8 -year-old 
son, Kevin, through the crowded concourse 
before last Monday’s win over the Colorado 
Avalanche. “It’s nice to see energy in the build- 
ing. There’s electricity in the air.” 

Ayear after the season-ticket base dwindled 
to 3,400, it’s now a franchise-record 14,000. 
A regular-season record 22,690 attended the 
Oct. 25 game against the Red Wings.

“You used to hear, ‘No one cares about the 
Hawks.’ We do, and more people are now,” 
longtime fan Eli Babich said. “It’s slowly 
becoming a hockey town like it was in the ’70s, 
’80s, even the early ’90s.” 

An Original Six franchise, the Blackhawks 
have a long and proud history in Chicago.

But the 
fans’ fondness for organ music lives on. 

“Chicago is an organ town,” said Peter 
Hassen, senior director of marketing and 
advertising for the Hawks. 

Even so, the team decided to tinker with 
Frank Pellico and his magic fingers awhile 
back. 

“It wasn’t phased out,” Hassen said. “We 
were kind of catering to a younger crowd, 
and we were looking at different things. 
Tbu go through an evolution in game pre- 
sentation, try different things. We didn’t 
ever take it away Just cut back on what 
Frank was doing during the games.” 

But the fans, the Hawks found out, real- 
ly, really like their organ music, now pro- 
vided by a $150,000 Allen instrument. 

“The experiment was short-lived, and 
we learned something,” Hassen said. 

Even with all the other musical enter- 
tainment at United Center, the Hawks 


made room for the organ. And fans are 
happy 

“I think last year it was more of a topic 
of conversation,” said Tony Demakis, a 
graphic designer from Crystal Lake and 
a season ticket-holder. “I haven’t heard 
much this year. 


“Fast year I know there were more peo- 
ple upset about not hearing the organ. It 
seems like this year there are more things 
to be concerned with. Like they’re actu- 
ally winning, and people are more excited 
about the team {rather} than worrying 
about the organ.”

When an unknown teen- 
age artist and an upstart 
label both come from 
nowhere to sell well over 
3 million albums, the 
question is: What do 
you do next? With Taylor 
Swift’s sophomore album 
“Fearless,” the answer is: 
Tbu get even better. 
There’s still the teen 
angst of love wanted and love rejected from 
her self-titled debut, which produced such 
hits as “Tim McGraw,” “Teardrops on My 
Guitar” and “Our Song,” but the 1 8 -year- 
old Swift isn’t in high school anymore and 
there’s more thoughtful maturity in her 
writing. And some anger. 

For the latter, there’s the Joe Jonas break- 
up song “Forever & Always,” cut for the 
album at the last minute. 

Swift wrote seven of the 13 tracks on the 
album and co-wrote the rest. Along with 
“Forever & Always,” some are quite personal. 
On “Fifteen”— a song with musical overtones 
reminiscent ofjanis Ian’s ‘At Seventeen”— she 
writes of her best high school friend, ‘Abigail 
gave everything she had to a boy who changed 
his mind and we both cried.” The album is 
rich in vocal variety and tempos. The accom- 
paniment ranges from acoustic with a quiet B- 
3 in the background on “Hey Stephen” to full 
strings on “Breathe” (not the Faith Hill ver- 
sion) or the powerful album closer “Change.” 

But the glory of this CD is Swift’s writing

T-Pain is leading the way when it comes to seif-tuning his voice

T-Pain is tired of hearing the sound of his own, 
heavily processed voice. 

Actually, the Tallahassee, Fla,, hip-hop star is 
tired of hearing everybody else simulating the 
sound of his synthesized voice — the one that's run 
through a software program called Auto-Tune for 
a gidc^ effect that makes him (and them) sound 
like a singing cyborg or a warbling chipmunk, or 
maybe a much funkier Peter Frampton, 

Superstar singers and rappers from Kanye West 
and Lil Wayne to Chris Brown and Ciara have 
been borrowing T-Pain's trademark, so incens- 
ing him that he's using his natural voice to talk 
about it on his album “Thr33 Ringz,” which drops 
Tuesday 

The Auto-Tune King, unplugged? It's the equiv- 
alent of Jack Nicholson removing his shades to 
stare you down, or your mother calling you by 
your full name to emphasize just how much trou- 
ble you're in, 

“Listen to the radio, it's obvious I still kiU," T- 
Pain raps au naturel in a song called “Karaoke,” 
The 23-year-old hitmaker proceeds to kill the 
copycats with a profanity-laced rant in which he 
seethes: “Y'aU {bleeeeeep} can die slowly / Cause 
to me it sound like a buncha karaoke,” 

Oh, snap! 

Or, as it might sound via AutoTune: Snaaa- 
aaaiih-aiihhhiirrr-urhhhh-AAAAP! 

“Every time I hear somebody singing one of 
their songs, it sounds like them singing karaoke 
of one of my songs,” T-Pain said, “Don't think 
I'm not going to hear it when you take that whole 
style from me. It's pretty much everybody; they're 
taking the sound I came out with, which was real 
different, very distinctive,” 

Until recently, the so-called “T-Pain effect” 
was actually known as “the Cher effect,” after 
producers of Cher's 1998 dance-pop hit “Believe” 


pioneered the use of 
Auto-Tune to create rap- 
turously robotic vocal 
flourishes that suggested 
a vocoder on steroids. 

In fact, there's a long 
history of manipulated, 
metallic-sounding vocals 
(and sorta-vocals) in pop 
music, with artists from 
Kraftwerk, FLO and 
Bon Jovi to Madonna, 
Midnight Star and Daft 
Punk using everything 
from talk boxes to 
vocoders to spike their 
recordings with exotic, 
robotic voices, 

» A talk box is a tubu- 
lar device that allows a 
musician to change the 
content of an instru- 
mental sound— via a 
plastic tube placed in the 
mouth— so the instrument appears to be “talk- 
ing,” 

» A vocoder alters the sound and shape of the 
vocal signal by sending it through a keyboard syn- 
thesizer. 

Operationally, Auto-Tune has more in common 
with a vocoder than a talk box, 

T-Pain, whose given name is Faheem Najm, is 
careful to note the vocoder-and-talk-box-laced 
legacies of Roger Troutman (of Zapp) and Teddy 
Riley (Guy, Blackstreet) in “Karaoke,” But there's 
no question that he's become synonymous with 
the suddenly ubiquitous Auto-Tune effect, which 
adds a distinct, delirious and decidedly sticky 
sound to his songs, many of them enormously 
successful.

Last year, two of T- 
Pain's singles and five oth 
ers on which he was a featured 
vocalist landed in the Top 10 of 
Billboard's Hot 100, which some purists 
saw as yet another sign of the digital-music apoc- 
alypse, The alternate view: Making your singing 
voice sound like a Speak & Spell that's been sub- 
merged in a bathtub is no different from a guitar- 
ist using a wah-wah pedal to tweak the timbre of 
an instrumental line or a whammy bar to bend the 
pitch of a note, 

“I've heard {the criticism] since I came out,” said 
T-Pain, who just three years ago was a relatively 
unknown rapper who sometimes sang the hooks 
for his group, the Nappy Headz, “People were real- 
ly hating on it. But I'm being accepted for doing it 
now I'm actually being congratulated,” 

And copied, 

“ Thu're talking about bona fide hits by A-list 
artists, the biggest names in hip-hop,” says Dion 
Summers, a senior programming director for 
Sirius XM's hip-hop and R&B channels, “The 
T-Pain technique definitely makes a song stand 
out. It sounds so cool, and it gives more rise to 
the record and makes it seem lighter. He really hit 
on a winning formula. It works; that's why these 
other artists are doing it,” 

In T-Pain's hands, Auto-Tune is used as a tool, 
not a crutch— a sort of flavor enhancer that falls 
somewhere between sweet cream butter and 
MSG, To achieve the effect, the Auto-Tune's 
“retune speed” setting is adjusted to zero; rather 
than moving a vocal toward the nearest correct 
note gradually, it's processed almost instantly, 
resulting in an unnatural stair step in pitch that 
makes human vocals sound unhuman, 

“It really wasn't meant to be used that way,” 
Hildebrand said, “but it's becoming really 
popular,”

How Auto-Tune works

The great irony of the Auto-Tune explosion 
is that the software that’s now being used 
to distort vocals in an intentionally obvious, 
attention-getting, over-the-top way was 
originally created to do something stealthy 
in the recording studio: correct pitch 
problems. 

While pop music isn’t anything like rocket 
science, it took a geophysicist to figure out 
how to clean up wrong notes. Twenty years 
ago Harold ‘Andy” Hildebrand started a 
company, Jupiter Systems (since renamed 
Antares), that applied mathematical models 


and digital-signal processing technology to 
musical applications. 

Introduced by Antares in 1997, the Auto- 
Tune application was revolutionary It 
reduced the need for— and expense of— 
doing countless vocal retakes in pursuit of 
a perfect end-to-end vocal; it also allowed 
singers (J, Lo) with pitch problems (Britney) 
to sound somewhat palatable (Cassie), 

“The automatic algorithm compares the 
pitch of the singer to a scale, then gradually 
moves the singer’s pitch toward the scale 
note,” Hildebrand said,

It’s so prevalent that Nashville producers 
rave when they encounter mainstream coun- 
try singers, like Ashton Shepherd, who can 
record without any pitch correction, Harvey 
Mason Jr,, a successful pop and R&B song- 
writer-producer, conservatively estimates 
that 60 percent of recording artists are using 
Auto-Tune as it was originally intended.

‘Savage’ love brings 
series back to Chicago 


Erik Larsen’s “Savage Dragon” has traveled 
through space, been to hell and was even 
elected U,S. president— although the 
Supreme Court disallowed 
it— since debuting in his own 
comic-book series in 1992. 

Now Larsen is bringing the 
green-skinned crimefighter, 
who happens to have a fin on 
top of his head, back to his 
Chicago roots. The former 
Windy City police officer is 
returning to the force, 

“Writing and drawing 
Savage Dragon as a cop after 
nearly 12 years feels good— it 
feels right,” Larsen told me,

The Dragon was first discovered in a 
burning Chicago field without any memory 
as to who he was or where he came from. At 
the time, the CPD was battling a number of 
super-powered criminals called superfreaks. 
Dragon was recruited to fight these beings. 
His adventures eventually took him away 
from Chicago— and out of his uniform, 
“What I hadn’t counted on was just how 
much readers identified him as a police 
officer,” Larsen said, “To them, that was as 
much a part of his look as the fin on his head,” 


“Savage Dragon #145,” published by 
Image Comics, goes on sale in February 
In it, the Dragon’s archenemies, the 

Vicious Circle, return with 
a vengeance. He rejoins the 
CPD to take them on, 

“It made sense on a story 
level and it was something 
readers really wanted,” Larsen 
said, “It really just felt right,” 
Larsen, who was born 
in Minneapolis and now 
lives in Oakland, Calif, set 
the Dragon’s adventures in 
Chicago because he felt New 
York City already had its share 
of superheroes. But he had 
another important reason: “the 
pizza,” he said, “For crying out 
loud, why would anybody go elsewhere? It’s 
just a great city with a rich history” 

Larsen made The Dragon a White 
Sox fan. The scaly-skinned hero recently 
captured national attention when he 
“endorsed” Chicago’s own Barack Obama 
during the presidential campaign, 

“I think Savage Dragon is what put 
Obama over the top,” Larsen said.
